;he night preceding the big Sherman 
day demonstration here, October 13th, 
Mr. Wade, in going to his hotel, fell 
clown the stairway leading down into 
Williamson's barber shop, in the base- 
ment of the Kelley building, corner of 
Second and Market streets. lu falling, 
he struck his arm on one of the shaip 
iron pickets around the stairway, in- 
flicting a painful wound. 


His petition has baen presented at 


the clerk's office here for filing at this 
term of common pleas by Messrs. Funk 
and Livingstone. However, it will not 
be placed on the docket until Mr. Wade 
or his attorneys can give security for 
the costs in the case. 


The petition states that about the 


year 1870, the city wrongfully and 
negligently permitted and allowed the 
owner of the building, situated on the 
southwest corner of Second and Market 
streets, to construct a certain stairway 
of the width of four and one-half feet 
wholly on the sidewalk of 
Second 


street, beginning on the west line of 
Market street and descending at an 
angle of forty-five degrees, to the depth 
of six feet, leading t'i the basement of 
the building. The stairway is protected 
by a certain iron picket fence of the 
heighth of three feet, the pickets at the 
top being sharp and pointed. 
Entrance 


o the stairway is unprotected. Plaintiff 
lieges that on the 12th of October, 
890, about the hour of 11 o'clock at 
ight, he was passing np Market street 
n his way to the Arlington Hotel, and, 
vhile taming the corner, accidentally, 
nd without any fault or neglect on his 
art, but wholly through the fault and 
egligenco of the said defendant in 
llowing and permitting the stairway 
o bo and remain unprotected.

grain supply is not felt.

pronounced adequate where 


needed. 


The Maharajah said that his state 


expected a famine every five years and 
therefore 
were not taken unawares 


or unprovided when it came. They 
were prepared, he said, to spend five 
lacs of rupees for relief in his terri- 
tory. 


The British resident was also Inter- 


viewed and confirmed the statements 
of the Maharajah as to the situation, 
adding that the relief organization was 
most efficient 
in the Bombay presi- 


dency, and that the 
difficulties from 


famine and of securing and distrib- 
uting relief were lighter than in for- 
mer famines.

Nine or ten of those present signified 
iheir willingness to join a union, and 
one was accordingly organized. E. S. 
Littleton, a young tailor who came

Hans, Schwartz & Co., was elected 
president of tho union. 
' A tailors' union was organized in 
Portsmouth some five or six years ago. 
At that time a fight was precipitated 
with the employers on the question of 
wages, and tho union was knocked out 
and disbanded shortly aftersvards.
